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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-49 
are patentable for the subject matter of a method of setting a state for morphing. 

The admitted prior art by applicant describes a virsyn cube synthesizer, which 
has been set for four fixed points each associated with the group of one or more 
parameters. U.S. Pat No. 5,933,150 to Ngo et al. teaches setting the state value by 
combining with a respective weighting factor (see col 12 lines 8-34 Ngo et al.). None of 
the cited prior art teaches or suggest using at least more than five fixed points and 
determining the respective weighting factor depends on the position of the unfixed point 
relative to that fixed point recited in the claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

4. Claim 50 discloses a machine readable medium which provides a computer 
program for causing a computer to perform a method recited in the claim 48. However, 
the applicant does not teach a machine readable medium, and neither provides 
sufficient information (program codes or flow chart of how computer program would 
work) to teach how to make and use the functionalities of a computer program for 
causing a computer to perform a method recited in the claim 48 in the specification and 
drawing. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 51-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claims 51 , 53, and 55 depict 'a moveable object', which is vague and indefinite 
(see claim 51, line 7, claim 53 line 8, and claim 55, line 6.) Although the specification 
and Fig 7-8 shows a transition, the term of 'a moveable object' is vague and indefinite 
and this renders the claims to be confusing. It is not clear to the examiner whether the 
claims refer to the "transition" as disclosed or to something else. In any case, the 
language used in the claims is not consistent with the rest of applicant's description. 
Clarification is needed. Since claim 52 depends on claim 51 and claim 54 depends on 
claim 53, claims 52 and 54 are rejected as the same rationale as claims 51 and 53.
